In the beginning 
of 
civilization, 
when people lived simple lives and 
there were 
very 
few 
occupations, 
they had no money a t all, but 
e x ­ 
changed things by barter. 
Fam ilies

own beasts, and so on.

didn’t have to pay, because they built 
th e ir own houses. 
It was very seldom th at one fa m ­

Now, so long as the world lived 
very plainly, only asking for the bare 
necessities 
of existence,

But as civilization got more com ­ 
plex, people wanted things other than 
bare necessities, and they had to find 
some other w ay of exchanging their 


different goods. 
The m eans of exchange they called 
money -an d 
“ pecuniary”

cause in early tim es a m an ’s wealth

barter. 
If a man wanted a chain he would 
go to the 
nearest 
man who 
made 
chains, and drive a bargain with him; 
so many yards of his claim for half a 
pig and so much flour. 
And after hours of bargaining the 
deal would Ik* clinched, and he would 
take home the chain. 
Now, so long as the world lived 
very plainly, only asking for the bare 
necessities 
of existence, 
this 
plan ( 
worked fairly well, 
though at the 
best there was always a large mar­ 
gin of waste. 
But as civilization got more com­ 
plex, people wanted things other than 
bare necessities, and they had to find 
some other way of exchanging their 
different goods.

The means of exchange they called 
money—and 
“pecuniary” 
really 
means "in thy 
way

Mrs. Fannie Wortman of Marion, 
Indiana, knows something of the his­ 
tory of the letter. 
According to her 
statem ent it was first found under a 
stone at the foot of the cross upon 
which Christ was crucified. 
On the 
stone was written, “•Blessed is 
he 
who shall 
turn 
me over”. 
No one 
knew what this inscription meant un­ 
til a child turned the stone over, and 
discovered the letter under it. 
The letter came into the hands of a 
man who had lx***n converted and who 
kept it as a sacred ordinance of 
his 
savior. 
He, 
however, 
refused 
to 
have it published, according 
to 
the 
order of Christ, and consequently he 
never prospered. 
He kept the 
fnct 
that he possessed the letter a secret, 
and on his death, gave it to his old­ 
est son. 
Thus the letter was kept in 
th'4 fam ily for over a thousand years, 
and was brought to this country by 
early settlers. 
It was kept a secret by the fam­ 
ily while they lived 
in Virginia, but 
they never prospered, and ill 
luck 
continually 
followed them, as it did 
their ancestors, 
until on the 
death 
of the only daughter the letter was 
turned over to a lady by the name of 
M rs. Townsen, who, not wishing 
to 
disobey the order of Christ, had 
it 
published at once in the Tribune of 
Rome, 
Georgia, October 
31, 1891. 
The Citizen, of Dalton, Georgia, cop­ 
ied the article 
and Mrs. Wortman, 
who lived there at that time, clipped 
the letter and has had it in her pos­ 
session for a number of years. 
She 
never had it published for some time 
ami says that she had had luck 
all 
the time while keeping it in her pos­ 
session, and she believed 
that 
her 
misfortunes all came from the 
fact 
that she never let the article out for 
publication. 
In the letter was written the ten 
Commandments of Christ, signed by 
his angel, Gabriel, ninety-nine years 
after the Savior’s birth. 
The letter 
follows: 
“Whoever works 
on the Sabbath 
day shall be curs***!. 
I command you 
to go to church and keep holy the 
Lord’s day without any manner 
of 
work. 
You shall not 
idle or mis­ 
spend your time in bedecking your­ 
selves in superfluities or costly 
ap­ 
parel and vain dressing, for I have 
ordered it a day of rest. 
I will have 
that day kept holy, that your sins 
may he forgiven you. 
You will not 
break my commandments, but 
ob­ 
serve and 
keep 
them, 
they being 
written by my hand and spoken 
by 
my mouth. 
You shall not only go to 
church yourselves, hut also your man 
servant and your maid servant. Ob­ 
serve my words and keep my com­ 
mandments. 
You shall 
finish your 
woik every Saturday at fi o’clock in 
the afternoon, at 
which 
hour 
the 
preparation for the Sabbath begins. 
I command you to fast five Fridays 
in each year, beginning on Good F ri­ 
day following, in 
rememberance of 
the five bloody wounds I 
received 
for you and mankind: 
You 
shall 
love one another and cause 
them 
that 
are not baptized 
to come 
to 
church and receive the holy sacra­ 
ment -that is to say, baptism, 
and 
the supper 
of 
the 
Ix>rd—and 
be 
made a member thereof, and 
in 
so 
doing, I will give you long life and 
many blessings. 
Your land shall be 
replenished and bring forth abund­ 
ance, and 1 will comfort you in the 
greatest temptation, and surely 
he 
that doeth to the contrary shall 
l*e 
cursed. 
I will also send harness of 
heart upon them, and especially on 
hardened and unrepentent unbeliev­ 
ers. 
He that hath given to the poor 
shall find 
it profitable. 
Remember 
to keep holy the Sabbath day, 
for 
the seventh day have 1 taken as 
a 
resting day unto m yself. 
“ And he that hath a copy of this 
letter written by my own hand and 
spoken from my own 
mouth 
and 
keepth it, without publishing it 
to 
others, shall not prosper, but he that 
publisheth it to others, shall be bless­ 
ed by me, and if their sins 
be 
as 
many as th** stars of the night, and 
if they truly believe they 
shall 
be 
pardoned, and they that believe not 
this writing and my commandments 
will have my plagues upon you and 
be 
consumed 
with 
your children, 
goods, cattle, and other worldly en 
joyments that I have given you. 
Do 
but once think of what 'I have suf­ 
fered for you—If 
you 
do it will be 
well for you in this world and in the 
world which is to come. 
Whosoever 
shall have a copy of this letter and 
keep it in their house, nothing shall 
hurt them, ueither petilence, lightn­ 
ing or thunder, and if any woman be 
in birth and put her trust in me, she 
shall be delivered* of her child. 
You 
shall hear no more news of me, ex­ 
cept through the Holy Scripture, un­ 
til the day **f judgment.
